COLD WINTERS. 


Three Frigid Seasons Which Are ae 
corded in History. 


From the Poughkeepsie News-Press. 

The following extracts are furnished by 
Frank Hasbrouck, and are fromthe diary of 
his great great-grandfather, Col. Abraham 
Hasbrouck, wo lived at Esopus (Kingston) 
in the last century, and through his long life 
kept a record of remarkable current events. 
He notes three particularly cold winters. 

**In the year of our Lord 1740-41, that win- 


ter began the beginning of December and 
continued to the last of March, 1741, and (we) 
rode over the Hudson River with horses and 
sleighs over the ice to the 20:h of March,“ 

„The winter began the beginning Of De- 
cemper, 1779, and continued to the latter end 
of arch, 1780. A very deep snow, about 
three feet deep and more and driven up in 
heaps in many places six and seven feet high 
or deep, and so severe a cold for most part 
of the winter that the like has never been 
known bythe oldest living in this country, 
and continued to near tle latter end of 
March, 1780. 

Ine winter began about the middle of De- 
cember, 1784, and continued to the 15th of 
April, 1785, so that the felds were yet covered 
with snow and the people rode across Hudson 
River at the mouth of Rondout Kill the 6th 
day of April, 1785, with horses and sleighs 
upon the ice, and men walked across upon 
the ice unttl the 9th day of April. People did 
ride with horses and sleighs from New York 
to Staten Isiand with loads of frewood and 
did ride from New York to Paulus Hook and 
Bergen, and also 2 2 Island, and did ride 
upon the ice from ork to Albany, and 
further with horse and sleigh on Hudson 
River, and algocrossed the sound upon ice 
from New London to Long Island with car- 
riages of burden, which never had been 
known to have been done before. The snow 
was not so deep as in the hard winter, so 
called, in the years — — -41, bat much colder 
and of longer continu tion.

FOR HONEST POLITICS 


The State Senate did a good stroke of 
work yesterday in the adoption of the cor- 
rupt practices act by a vote of 22 to 7. 

The House can hardly fail to recognize 
the force of the arguments for the bill 
whick secured it such a handsome major- 
ity in the Senate. Areadingof the meas- 
ure will show that it provides the safe- 
guards to prevent the defeat of the popu- 
lar will by corrupt practices in elections 
which experience has shown are necessary 
to supplement the Australian ballot law. 
It cuts to the root of corruption in politics 
by abolishing the boodle fund. The lim- 
itation of election expenses and the forced 
accounting of all candidates and party or- 
ganizations for campaign funds reduces 
election expenditures toa strictly legiti- 
mate basis. Because of the dangers thrown 
around them, the buying and selling of 
votes and the use of money to influence 
votes and to commit or procure dishonest 
voting would be practically abolished 
under this law. 

The mere statement of the objects of the 
bill coupled with the easily supplied proof 
of its efficiency should command for it the 
unqualified approval of every honest man 
in or out of politics. The only interests 
that would be damaged by such a law are 
the corrupt interests of men who get on in 
politics by the use of money and the po- 
litical highwaymen who thrive by holding 
up candidates. 

Although the corrupt practices aimed atin 
this bill prevail chiefly in the city the coun- 
try suffers from the vitiation of politics,and 
the whole State will reap the benefit of the 
moral effect as well asthe practical en- 
forcement of such a law.

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A CRANKY CONGRESSMAN 


Hon. Bourke Cockran, Tammany repre- 
sentative in Congress from New York, 
has announced his determination to ‘‘de- 
vote himself while in Congress to national 
affairs rather than spoils,’’ and that he 
does not propose to engage in the business 
of office-seeking for his friends.“ 

Mr. Cockran has often shown consider- 
able originality, but never before has he 
given signs of crankiness. This resolu- 
tion, however, if seriously meant stamps 
him as a dangerous man who has ideas“ 
about his public duties contrary to the 
traditions of practical politics and sub- 
versive of the maxims of party policy. His 
purpose is a startling innovation well cal- 
culated to fill the hearts of workers“ with 
dismay and arouses suspicion concerning 
the sanity of a Congressman who thinks 
national affairs should take precedence 
over the ‘‘claims’’ of the candidate for the 
Collectorship. If his idea prevails there 
will de nothing for the worker“ to work 
for but the good of Ris country, and when 
he whoops it up it will not be for the post- 
office but for national affairs, a political 
principle or some other ideality equally 
trifling. Such a man will have no cause to 
go intoconventions, pull the wires and pro- 
cure nomination by making shrewd deals, 
and in consequence the whole machinery 
of government will be paralyzed, for no- 
body will take any interest in politics. 

This is the worker’s view of it. But out 
of the 30,000 voters in Mr. Cockran’s dis- 
trict there are probably 29,500 who newer 
dream of wanting office and who yet take 
avery lively interest in public matters. 
Hitherto they have not made any noise 
and consequently practical politicians 
have forgotten their existence. It may be 
that among them may be found men who 
care for national affairs and are willing to 
work for something dther than the post- 
offices. At any rate, this is probably 
what Mr. Cockran hopes for and other 
Congressman who are afraid of the worker 
will watch his experiment with the live- 
liest curiosity. 0 
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RATIONAL CIVIL SERVICE REFORM. 

It seems to be pretty generally believed 
that President Cleveland will be in no 
hurry to turn out office holders, but that 
he will leisurely consider the demerits of 
present incumbents and the merits of as- 
pirants. His ruling concerning those who 
served during his first term is not to be 
taken as inflexible,and there will no doubt 
be many exceptions. But there is no 
doubt that it will discourage many appli- 
cants and give the President time to 
breathe. It may have been published for 
that purpose, | 

But it does not follow that President 
Cleveland has adopted the policy of rota- 
tion in office or ‘‘flipping out.’’ Rather, 
appearances point to a desire to put the 
civil service on a rational basis, and do it 
in such a way that future presidents will 
find it difficult to go back to the spoils 
system. During his first term he made 
some effort to rescue the offices from the 
clutches of the spoilsmen, but public 
opinion was not ripe for so radical a de- 
parture from traditional methods. He 
failed, as he expected to fail, but he suf- 
ficiently indicated his ideas on the sub- 
ject, and as he is now surer of popular 
support will probably make another at- 
tempt in the same direction. 

Efficiency should be, as Mr. Harrison 
put it before his election in 1888, the dis- 
criminating test of fitness, and when the 
inefficient Republicans now in office are 
dismissed and replaced by carefully se- 
lected Democrats chosen becatse of their 
fitness‘the civil service will be placed upon 
a rational and business-like foundation 
from which it ought never to have been 
removed. The offices will be taken out of 
politics and political workers “will have to 
work, not for plunder, but for prinviple. 
This cannot but result in bringing a better 
class of men to the frontand in purifying 
national politics, There is every reason to 
hope that this is President Cleveland's 
purpose. At any rate his public acte and 
utterances justify the expectation.

It is improbable that Mr. Cleveland has 
been corrertly quoted in the remark attrib- 
uted to him that he will not appoint to an 


office any one who held office during his 


previous administration. He doubtless meant 
by what he did say that because a man once 
received an appointment from him he is not 
therefore to be appointed now. In his for- 
mer experience Mr. Ciebeland doubtless dis- 
covered that he had unvittingly appointed 
many incompetent men.

Overhead Wires in Boston. 
Chicago Eveniag Post. 

Narrow streets and overhead telegraph 
wires are the two great factors in the disas- 
trous fires with whieh Boston is afflicted, 
The streets are a picturesque but dangerous 
heritage, and a movement to broaden or 
straighten them would meet such an out- 
burst of indignation from the old-fogy 
element: that it is not to be contem- 
plated. But why a town: of modern no- 
tions should permit the maintenance of such 
a menace to public life and, property as the 
net of overhead wires that covers the Boston 
streets is not easily answered. Yesterday 
the intefference of the wites prevented the 
use of ladders, and lives that might have 
been saved were dashed out on the pave- 
ment. 

Boston is far ahead of Chicago in many 
matters of civic government, Her streets 
are cleaner, her police force is better and 
the administration of public affairs gener- 
ally is more honest and business-like. But 
in the matter of fire regulations Chicago 
leads not only Boston but all the other cities 
of the country. Overhead came down 
bere years ago and loss of life and property 
Came down with them, New York had to 
follow tardily, and if Boston had taken the 
example we should not now have to write 
the miserable story of the sacrifice in the 
Ames butlaing.

‘Pr vate’’ Flaces, Boulevards, Etc. 
To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 


to call a halt and puta stop to any further 
extension of ‘‘private’’ streets and places, 
which are becoming such a fad in our city, 
but especially in the plutocratic silk-stocking 
**West End.’’ Where in heaven’s name will 
the poor teamstersand ‘‘heavy haulers’’ be 
able to go to, to reach their destination, when 
the boomers’ schemes are all carried out. I 
have seen last fall and this spring teams 
weavingand winding inand out the cross 
streets toavoid the prohibited ones, hub- 

deep in mud, aud getting stuck every min- 
ute and every rod, 

Let us take an example or two for instance 
—theterritory bounded by Kings Highway 
and Union avenue, Delmar Boulevard and 
the park—seven streets, and every one of 
them private, or at least will be when Del- 
mar avenue is made, and the law which is in 
existence, and only remains to be put in 
force. .The legal sign-board,'*‘ private, heavy 
hauling prohibited, meets the teatüster“s 
eyeat almost every turn now. What will it 
be a year or two hence? 

Then west of Union avenue and south of 
Delmar to De Baliviere, the same state of 
things exists, except that Waterman and De 
Giverville avenue were made public from 
necessity, but as Union avenue isa boule- 
vard and De Balivierea private street how 
are they to reach themand what good will 
those streets be to those who most need 
them? 

Ihen take the territory north of Delmar 
and west or Union, not a single street runs 
through to the ‘latter until you reach 
Cabanne, a distance of four long Diocks. And 
Ihave heard thavwest of De Baliviere and 
south of Delmar is tobe continued in the 
same way, at least to the S8kinker road and 
perhaps to the city limite and 1 have no 
doubt it Is. 

Then take tne cross streets in the same 
stretch of country, from Kings highway to 
Union avenue, over 2,500 feet, and only one 
cross street is revided, and that don’t run 
through; while from Union avenue to De 
Baliviere, a Gistance of over 3,000 feet, not ° 
single cross street is provided for. Perha 
ihe projectors intended to keep clear 7 
within the limits of the charter, which pro- 
vides ‘‘that no streets running north and 
south shall be disiant from each other less 
than 500 feet, but surely the 18 freeholders 
never intended that they should run frem 
2,000 to 8,000 feet apart.

HONDURAS REVOLUTION. 


BOTH SIDES SEEKING THE SUPPORT OF 
BOGRAN—PLOTTING ASSASSINATION. 


PANAMA, March 15.—The news from Central 
American capitaisis very disquieting. The 
Honduran revolutionary movement under 
Gen. Bonilla promises to involve several 
other States. The latest news from Honduras 
is to the effect that Bonilla’s 
army is surrounded by the forces 
of Gen. Vasquez, and that both factions are 
Stirring to winthe support of ex President 
‘Bogran, who is still the most powerful man 
in the Republic. 

The Columbian authorities are endeavor- 
ing to arrest Gen. Ruiz Sandoval, who was 
Captured by Gen. Vasquez in Honduras 
and expelled from that country. Sandoval 
was on his way to Tequcigalpa to join the 
revolutionary forces under Policarpo Bonilla. 
He sought refuge here in the house of a Co- 
lombian Liberal leader, but when informed 
that he was to be arrested he sought an 
asylum m the Venezuelan Legation, He says 
he intends to sail for La Guayra on the first 
steamer if a safe conduct is granted him. 
Sandovalis the Mexican revolutionist who 
led the revolt afew years ago against Diaz. 
A plot to assassinate Dietator Rodriquez has 
been unearthed. Forty leading Costa Rican 
Liberais are implicated in the plot. all of 
whom have been arrested and put in prison. 

Engineers on the Pan-American Rallroad 
have reachea Panama. They will go south 
from here, skipping the Darien section, and 
renew the survey inthe Atrata Valley. Itis 
feared ther party 1s too weak to repel the 
possible attacks of the uncivilized Darien 
tribes. The Royal Mall Steamship Co. an- 
nounces that it will soon place a new line of 
steamers in service, which will run from New 
York to Colon, via the West Indies. 


STILL A LIBERAL CONSTITUENCY. 

Lonpox, March 16.—The election iu Banft- 
shire, Scotland, yesterday, of a member of 
Parliament to fill the place of Robert Willlam 
Duff (Liberal), recently appointed Governor 
of New South Wales, resulted in the choice of 
Sir William Wedderburn (Liberal) by 3,166 
votes to 2.205 votes for Mr. J. A. Gramt, the 
Conservative Liberal Unionist candidate. 
The election was sharply contested, notwith- 
standing the severity of the weather and the 
fact that many of the roads were blocked 
with snow.

DR. NICHOLS SUSPENDED. 


A Dispen:ary Physician Let Out for Not 
Reporting Insane Cases. 
Dr. David Nichols, a day assistant on the 


Dispensary Physician’s staff was suspended 


this morning from his post for insubordina.-, 


tion by his chief, Dr. Warren G. Priest. 
Dr. Priest’s action in this case is signifi- 


cant. It meansthatthe cityof St. Louis is 
no longer willing to care for the in- 
sane thrust upon it by outside 
cities and counties. For years the city has 
been the receptacle for outside insane and 
paupers, but it has cared for them on the 
theory that it would not de humane 
to ship them from post to pillar. 
During all this time the State has been fairly 
liberal in contributing to the support of the 
St. Louis Asylum. This sessionthe Legisia- 
ture is disposed to cut the appropriation 
down to practically nothing. 

Dr. Nichols, who now stands suspended, 
can In a measure attribute this action to the 

new policy of the Health Department to be 
more cautious in dealing with insane cases, 
soas to prevent outside cases from getting 
into the City Asylum. An order was issued 
not long since by the Health Commissioner 
directing Chief Dispensary Physician Priest 
to insist on his assistants . giving him 
prompt notification of insane cases 
received during his absence from his office. 
Last Saturday it appears, Dr. Nichols re- 
ceived an insane woman named Jennie 
Ziegelmeyer who had been sent across 
the river from East St. Louis. 
He found that she was insane and sent her to 
the Four Courts to de cared for until further 
steps were taken. This, according to the 
charges against Dr. Nichols, Was done 
without even notifying Dr. Priest. The 
police refused to receive the Case, and the 
people in charge of her had to care for the 
unfortunate~woman themselves. A day or 
two passed _before Dr. Priest r 
of it 8 Dr. Nichols made 
memorandum of the matter. This did oot 
at all suit Dr. Priest, and acting on the au- 
thority from headquarters, he made out an 
order suspending his derelict assistant and 
notitied Health Commissioner Brennan of his 
action. That official ‘promptly sustained 
him. 

Speaking of the case to a Fosr-Disraron 
representative to-day, Dr. Priest said that 
Dr. Nichols ignored instructions as to the 
handling of insane people On more than 
one occasion. ‘‘Our asylum is over- 
crowded,’’ be sald, and we now have to be 
careful to give what little accommodation 
we have to people of this city.
